The  past  year  has  been  one  of  marked  prosperity  to  the  ' 
Library.  The  interest  of  the  people  in  it  has  been  fully  kept 
up,  as  has  been  shown  by  their  attendance  at  the  Library  room 
every  day  upon  which  the  room  has  been  open  for  the  delivery 
of  books.  The  receipts  have  been  such  that  the  additions  to 
the  Library  have  exceeded  those  of  former  years.
